Libertarians will fight 
anti-gay-righ ts i nitiative

SUN VALLEY - 'Hie stale's lluRl-largesl po- 
litical party will vigorously oppose an anti-gay 
rights ballot initiative if it iiualilles for the 
November ballot. 

'Mio Lilicrtariaii I’arty voted to liglii the initia- 
tive_Sumiay, siiyiiig that Vwithout c.xception" its 
activists oppose the proposal. 

■’The iHMioni line'is. this thing's a turkey, " 
outgoing elniimian Jin.-Ki)liner told siipiKtrlers. 
nher.inmnineing the party's position. 

Although I.ilrenarians oppose special rights 
for any gnnip and actually suppoiTtlte right of 
employers to di.serimiiiate on the basis ol' race, 
religion, or sexual orieniaiion, Libertarians said 
the prxtposal would single out gays and lesbians 
for discrimination uml could lead to increased 
govemnieiit intcrlerenee in private life.

But. Kim, 82, has made these and 
otiicr promises before, while continu- 
ing to turn his isolated nation into an 
economically deprived military camp 
primed for battle with its haled ene- 
mies, South Korea and the United 
.States. 

The State Department's lop official 
on Korea. Assistant Secretary Robert 
Gallucci, s.iid the administration was 
most appreciative of Carter's private 
diplomacy., 

"Tlierc in.ny be an opening here,” lie 
said Sunday, pnmiisifig quick cont.icLs 
with the North Koreans to discuss 
Kim's peace overtures. 

But the administration is also wary 
of being duped by the North Koreans 
and appearing to have .oncc.ugain 
backed olT ;i tough policy against an in- 
ternational otitlaw. T he White House, 
s;iy critics such as Sen. John McCain. 
R-Ari7.. has done nothing toward 
North Korea but "c.xtend carrot after 
camil. concession after concession." 

Clinton aides have made clear that 
the United States will continue to pur- 
sue the idea of U.N.-imposcd s;inclions 
against North Kore:i for threatening to 
expel nuclear inspeetom until they are 
assured North Korea is abiding by in- 


‘icntaliomil rules on nucleaf-prolifeni- 
tiun. 

But retired Col.- William Taylor of 
the Center for Strategic and Interna- 
tional Studies, wlio has visited North 
Korea .several times, .said Kim is "ac- 
complisliing exactly what he wanks" by 
undereulfing administration resolve I'or 
.s.inctions wiib a facade of conciliation. 

•*Tl)e tvliole thing wilii Carter is deja 
vu." Taylor s;ud. recalling Kim's meet- 
ings with U.S. lawmakers in 1 99 1, 
evangelist Billy Graham in 1992 and 
Taylor several limes' linhc ‘90s. Dtir-- 
ing those sessions, he Kim made con- 
ciliatory remarks that were never fol- 
Iowe:d by action. 

"I am now persuaded that whiit tliey 
understand is power, pure and .simple," 
Taylor sa id. " Kirn is engac e d in p sy- 
chological warfare. Md is still trying to 
cover up an ongoing nuclear weapons 
program." . 

But anolhcr prominent Korean ex- 
pert who has also met Kin! in recent' 
monilis.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fear of 
neighborhood crime has risen almost 
twice as much among blacks as 
whites, _rcflcciitig the fact that vio- 
leni crime strikes blacks more fre- 
quently. the Justice Department 
reported Sunday. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Justice Siulistics said that between 
1985 and 1991. the percentage of 
white households that believe crime 
in their neighborhoods is a serious 
problem grew by 50 percent — from 
4 percent of all while households to 
6 percent. 

During the same period, the num- 


ber of black liouscholds expressing 
serious concern about neighborluuid 
crime almost doubled — from 9 per- 
cent of all black ho uselmlds ui 


almost 17 percent,

Kampmann 
asked. "Who are you and who am I? 
Who is anybody, really? You think 
you know this man. O.J., he's a very 
good man, a friendly nian. and then 
this totally subverted side comes 
out. It takes a strike at this darker 
side that we all have inside us, It 
touclics all of us. How close is our 
rage to the surface? How can it be 
triggered in you, me. anybody? 

'rte power of this story lies in the 
integration of the animal and the 
human. A werewolf story. It goes 
back to a Joseph Campbell idea, that 
we’ve lost our myths.” 


Teachers: U.S. students ill-prepared 


PRINCL'l'ON. N.J. (AP) — American high sciiooJ 
graduates arc so iil-prcparcd in m.'Uhematics that they 
rank at the bottom among 14 countries where college 
teachers were surveyed. 

American instructors questioned in the international 
.study, conducted by the Carnegie Foundation for the ' 
Advancement of Teaching, also had a low rating for 
their students' writing and speaking skills. 

The ambitions survey, whose results were released 
Sunday, takes a comprehensive look at the attitudes of 
university instructors toward their countries' students, 
university operations and their own jobs. 

Foundation questionnaires were completed by 20.000 
respondents in five European, four Western Hemisphere 
and four Asia-Pacific nations, plus Hong Kong. 

On student accomplishment, they were a.sked if 
schools in llieir country have adequately prepared col- 
lege ciirollces in math and quantitative reasoning skills. 

Only l.$ percent of U.S. respondents said American 
high school graduates met the test, the poorest .showing 
among the 14 countries. Faculty in Hong Kong gave 
their students the highest .rating, 40 percent .saying they 
were adctjualcly prepared. South Korea was a close sec- 
ond. 

Tlic'fOidings parallel the results of objective interna- 
tional tests, on which Japancsc.-Taiwancse and-otherr- 
Asian students regularly uutscorc Americans in mathe- 
matics. 

Asked if umTcrgraduaics in their ccuniric.s arc adc- 
quiilely prepared in writing and speaking skills, only 20 
percent or less of the faculty thought so in the United 


Slates. Australia. Hong Kong, Chile and Israel. South 
Korean professors showed llic greatest satisfaction in 
that area, almost 00 percent saying their students seem 
sufficiently trained. 

Other findings: 

' *' Academic, freedom was mo.st in question in South 
Korea and the United Stales. Onc-lhird or more of 
instructors in'tlie two countries feel there arc political or 
ideological restrictions on what a scholar can publi.sh. 
Die report'.s authors link the U.S. finding to pressure for 
"political correctness" on American campuses, 

• In most countries, less than one-third of respon- 
dcni.s believe their universities are competently led. 

• Asked whether they prefer teaching or research 
work, instructors in Russia, Chile, Mexico and the 
United State.s' express the most interest in teaching. 
Two-thirds or more in the Netherlands, Japan, Sweden 
and Germany are more interested in research. 

• Ru.s.sians .seem to publish the mo.st. Eighty percent 
of the Russians said they have written scholarly books 
in the past tiiree years, compared with under 30 percent 
of the Americans. 

Ernest L. Boyer, Carnegie foundation president and 
one of the report’s authors, said a key finding relates to 
efforts to expand higher-cducalion opportunities for 

young-|)co|>}tfworldwk!e. 

. “Faculty strongly, agree that .ticccss to higher cducar 
lion should be available to all who meet minimum 
entrance requirements," he wrote. "These cxpcetatioti.'s 
... reflect, We believe, a truly remarkable success story 
for the continued democratization of education." 


In new book, historian says union 
of men common in early ceremonies , 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) — In 
the Middle Ages, men who loved 
each other were commonly united 
by priests in Christian ceremonies 
much like weddings between men 
and women, a historian says in a 
new book. 

In 12 years of research that took 
him to the Vatican library and else- 
where in Europe, John Boswell of 
Yale University says he found litur- 
gies that joined male couples with 
invocations to God, the clasping of 
right hands and kisses to signify the 
bond. 

"In almost every age and place the 
'’ceremony rulfillcd what most pepplc" 
today regard as the essence of mar- 
riagc;_a permanent romantic com- 
mitment between twp people, wit- 
nessed and recognized by the com- 
munity,” Boswell wrote in “Same- 
- Sex Unions in Premodern Europe." 

Other scholars dispute the find- 
ings, saying the ccrcmonies_blcsscd 
friendships, not gay love, a'nd should 
not be confused with Christian mar- 
riagei 

Boswell acknowledges it is 
impossible to know whether the

BOISE (AP) — The National 
Marine Fisheries Service has rc- 
(|ucsled additional water for the 
Snake River from June 21 through 
July 31 to aid salmon runs. 

The department -sent a letter to 
the U.S. Corps of Engin.ccrs. Bu- 
reau of Reclamation and Bon- 
neville Power Administration re- 
(|uesting augmentation be provid- 
ed in order to achieve flows of 
40-45.000 cubic feet per occond 
in the Snake River. 

Studies show limited sources of 
additional water to meet the re- 
quested flow targets*.- Prtwiding 
additional flows is dependent pri- 
marily upon further drafting of 
Uworsliak Reservoir. 

One option disctisscd by the 
Fisher Operations .Executive 
Committee was a draft of Dwor- 
shak from 1.520 feet elevation 
I, .390. The Corps of Engineers is 
operating Dworshak in a way 
which would result in a minimum 
Dworshak Rcscrv»»ir elevation of 
1 ,520 feet by the end of July in an 
effort to meet Sniikc River flow 
targets for llic benefit of the en- 
dangered salmon. 

Decreasing the Dworshak 
Reservoir this year could mean 
risking not refilling the reservoir 
next year. 

Tile pr<>poscd Dworshak opera- 
tion is to a minimum elevation, 
rather than to achieve a specific 
flow target, since the estimated 
flows at Lower Granite, Dam op 
the lower Snake River vary as 
forecasts arc updated. 

Tile actual start date of the flow 
augmentation would be based 
upon an elevation of juvenile fish 
migration progress by the in-sca- 
son management team.

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Idaho Libertarian convention draws 
few activists, none from out of town ■

SUN VALLEY - What would 
liappeii if you llircw a statewide po- 
litical convention and noluuly

nearlv foiiml out Sunday, wltctt only

biennial meeting in Sun Valley. 

Despite the posh surroundings and 
the Statue of Lil'erty replica atop the 
IKtdiiim. tile convention lacked the 
jKimp and circiinistance lltat often 
surround this type of polilicjil event; 
No.red. whitc.’and blue bunijng. no 
stirring, renditions of "God Bless 
America", no patriotic pontificating 
at this aftermton gathering. And 
h.inlly any delegtites. 

Jiisf young folks with long hair, 
led up with llie federal govcrittttent,. 
who assetttbled Sunday to blast hit- 
reaiierats and demand einmge. Liber- 
tarians front across the Gem State - 
1 1 of them atlugether - elected new 
party leaders and traded lips for 
spreading the Libertarian gospel. 

The vote took two minutes, at 
rfmsi. There wasn’t any need for 
speech-making or campaigning ei- 
ther - each tif llic candidates ran tin- 
ojipo.tc^d and \v:ls elected unani- 
mously. 

The* eonveniion w.ts a necessary 
formtiliiy, however: evidence to con- 
vince Secretary of Slate Rule Cunar- 
riisa iliitl the party is still functioning 
and still qualifies for biillot stains 
(tmd slate funding). 

Originally scheduled to last two 
day.s, the event was siioriencd when 


out-of-town Liberlarian.s showed 
up for the convention’s first day. In- 
stead. four or five local Libertarians 
galltered in a supporter’s back yard 
Saturday afternoon. 

.Sunday, the Libertarians debated 
*prlv.'iil:rrnB'thc"nniinn’s** btghwnysr 
legalizing drugs, and a Imsl of other 
topics.' 

Although surrounded by a sea of 
empty chairs, most Libertarians pre- 
ferred U) stand informally, dis- 
cussing America's ills. Clad in jeans 
and Uirkensioeks with nary a lie in 
.sight, they were eager to. debate. the 
merits of (former) "head drug fascist 
Bill Bennett" and the “poisoning of 
young minds" by the public school 
system. 

Despite his impressive title, the 
newly elected chairman. I’cicr Hull 
qf.Bhickfooj, didn't look like a polit- 
ical giimt. SpifriiiFg tin "EiiU lhc* 
Drug War” shirt, the Idaho Stale 
University undergraduate mingled 
with olher-like-mihded Idahoans, 
who praised legalized prosiiiudon 
jind lambasted the slate's "social- 
ized" lilirarics. 

Mull, a former sanitalion-cngincej. 
was once n "leftist" attracted to their 
stance on legalized drugs. Later, he 
embraced the-Liberiarian Parly with 
its "no government inlerveniioii'- 
phihtsophy, Also accepting office 
was part-time disc jockey and Idaho 
Falls proprietor Jay Sorensen, who 
left the Demoeralies 18 years ago to 
join the upstart party. 

The Libertarians don’t mimic their 
larger, more succc.ssfu! competitors.

— SiVfarrrhcir message hasnT taken 
fire in Idaho. Iltere h:ts never been a 
Libertarian elected. in this stale and 
their nominee for pre.sidei«.

Marrou. collected just 1,100 votes in 
1 992. finishing a distant fifth. 

Nonetheless, outgoing chairman 
Joe Rohner -.himself u perennial 
losing candid:ile - is confident. He 
points, to electoral successes in the 
Alaska Legislature, in Calaveras 
County. Calif., and in Dixville 
Notch, N.H.. ;ls signs that the times 
arc changing. 

~"And*he notes -that President Clin- 
ton's propositi to "End welfare as wc 
know it." has a distinctly Libertarian 
ring. 

Rohner says "it’s just a matter of 
time" until Libertarians capture the 
nation’s attention - and iniaginatioii. 

Unlikc the Democrats .ind the Re- 
publicans. "our philosophy is consis- 
tent. it never changes, it always sup- 
ports individual lilwrty.and it ncvcr._ 
cver;-cvcr-comph)miscs-pfinciplc- 
for ptdilical expediency."

More svhiie children 
than black are bom and nised out of wed- 
lock, and it is among whites that illegitimacy 
is rising most rapidly.

To the people that arc concerned about tlie 
distribution of our medical attention: 

I am a 20-ycar-oId female. I have a job 
that is seasonal, and 1 am not eligible for any 
type of medical benefits, even though I work 
42 or more hours per week. I do not make 
enough money to cover basic survival and to 
pay for medical insurance at the same time. 
Community clinics cannot refuse you. but 
they can do anything to get the money out of 
you. I do not qualify for government finan- 
cial aid because I have not given birth and I 
am not of retirement age. 

The cost of an office call at one office is 
S34. That is for calling, making an appoint- 
ment and saying hi to the doctor. If lie 
touches you, you will probably pay more 
than S50. There arc a lot of people in this 
situation. 1 rarely have S50 for groceries, let 
alone to pay a doctor. 

I have not seen any kind of doctor for four or 
more years. 1 recently took my 15-ycar-old 
brother to the doctor, and 1 was afraid that they 
were going to wrestle me to the floor unless the 
bill was paid - even though at the time I made 
the appointment, I told the receptionist that I 
did not have the money to pay that day. She 
was very polite to me when she told me that 
was all ri^t. On the day of the appointment, 1 
left the office feeling 2 inches high because I 
couldn’t pay for it. 

My brother received a prescription for a 
pain killer and for an antibiotic. Where was 
the money going to come from for those? 
The receptionist just looked al me and said, 
“Well, he needs to take the antibiotics." 

How was 1 going to get them? She finally 
went to talk with.the doctor and, 20 minutes 
I nter, ca me up with a few sample bd^xes.

Gentian literary critic faces spy accusations 


BERLIN (AP) — Germany's star 
literary critic has become embroiled in 
a bitter dispute about his richly compli- 
cKcd past. 

A- national television report accu.scd 
Marcel Reich-Ranicki, who criticized 
some East German inicllccluals fur not 
coming clean about alleged tics to the 
.secret police, of .spying-for the fomter 
Communist regime in bis native 
Poland. 

Rcich-R.anicki, 74, Ikls never hidden 
his former membership in the Polish 
Communist Party, but denied spying 
on fellow Poles. When his record w;ls 
published in Poland after the TV 
report, however, he had to acknowl- 
edge working with Polish intelligence 
in the c.irly postwar years. 

His. defenders at Germany’s leading 
conservative newspaper, the 
Frankfurter Allcgemcinc Zeitung,. 
denounce TV report as "character 


a.ssa.ssination." They speculate (hat it 
resulted from the debate about Reich- 
Ranicki's condemnation of some Intel- 
leClualiHn former Etust Gcnnany. 

Ccrinan'fniellecluals play hardh.ill, 
generally citing bpptincnts by name in 
newspaper columns or on television. 

Reich-Ranicki, a Jew who .survived 
the Holocaust, htLS been in this lough 
game for decides. Bom in Poland, he 
cime to Berlin with his family in 102‘J 
and attended German schools. The 
Nazis deported the family' in 193S and 
his parents were killed in the 
Iloloctiast. 

Me returned to West Gcrm.iny from 
Poland in 19SK with no money and 
built Iiimself into its most influential 
litcniry critic, making enemies among 
authors who felt his lash. 

Dcr Spiegel, Germany’s leading ' 
news magazine, depicted Reicli- 
Ranicki on an October cover as a bull- 


dog ripping up a book. Tlic caption 
was "Dcr Vcrrcis-scr” — a person wh<» 
tears things to piccc.s. 

Once part of the left-leaning Group 
of 47 literary circle, Rcich-Ranicki 
wrote for the liberal weekly Die Zeit, 
then moved to the conservative 
Fninkfurt paper in 1973, 

He is a fl;imlx>yant sneaker and has 
become a German rarity: a respected 
critic with a large public following. 
Rcich-Ranicki (the last purl of his 
name i?t-.pronounccd the Polish way. 
Rah-NIT-ski) has his own TV pmgrant 
and appears often on talk .shows. 

"He's our most influential critic ... 
and his television show is sQrprisingly 
popular,” said llans-Jocrg von Jena, 
deputy head of the Association of 
Gcmian Critics.. 

In an interview with Dcr Spiegel, 
Rcich-Ranicki described the critic’s 
role as a lonely existence at the center 


of tlic literary world. . 

"lliLs diffcrcnii.ilcs (the critic) from 
the writer," he said. "The writer is 
interested in Iiis own work. n<it neces- 
sarily in literature. ... Most writers 
understund no more of literature than a 
bird understands of ornithology.”, , 

It was he. Rcich-Ranicki said, who 
recommended Gcriiian novelist 
Heinrich Bocli for the Nobel Prize for 
literature DckH won in 1972. 

He said his current recommendation 
from 'Germany would be Gucnlcr 
Grass, even though he panned the 
author's latest novel. 

"I rcpruach Gravs for not leaping as 
high as he could.” Rcich-Ranicki said of 
Ills former ally in the Group of 47. Grass 
had a character called “Kanieki” in his 
1972 novel, "Ftoni the Diary of a Snail.”

V dine. He also confirmed tlrai tliere really is 
i such a company as Used Cow Dealer.

TWIN FALLS — Scared out of 
your socks by the strep A horror 
stories? Try this one on for size. 

'A businessman, flying back 
home on a Sunday afternoon and 
.doing a little work on the plane, 
gets a paper cut on his finger. By 
Monday, his whole ann is swollen 
and hot, and by Tuesday morning, 
he’s running u hlgli fever and can’t 
get out of bed. 

• When he’.s finally ru.shed to the 
emergency room Tuesday after- 
noon, he's in shock, his blood pres- 
sure is in a free fall; his kidncy.s arc 
Tailing and toxins are rolling 
through his system like a rip tide. 

Doctors manage to get him stabi- 
lized, but on Wednesday morning, 
they present him with a stark 
choice: Lose some limbs or die. 

By Wcdne.sday afternoort— -72 
hours after getting his paper cut — 
the businessman ha.s had both legs 
amputated, along with one arm and 
the fingers on the other hand. , 

"It can happen,” said Roger Per- 
otto, director of eommufticablc dis- 
ease prevention for the Idaho De- 


partment of Health and Welfare. 
"But it's not very likely."

We pass our summers slathering 
ourselves with goo: sunscreen and in- 
sect repellent. 

We hope one will block the siiii's 
rays and help us avoid skin cancer. 
We hope the other will discourage 
deer ticks and thwart the threat of ' 
— Lyme-disctisc. But thanks to some re- 
cent publicity, we may now doubt the 
usefulness of these notions. 

Do these things work? Arc they 
worth it? 

The quick amswer is that both pro- 
vide protection but not immortality. 
.Neither a repellent nor a sunscreen is 
a force field that locks out all Ihc' had 
stuff and keeps us perfectly safe. 

Here’s the quick dope on both 
products: 

SUNSCREEN 

The national media were ablaze 
with the news in January: Sunscreen 
didn't protect lab mice from UV 
light-induced melanoma growth in a 
Texas study. Some concluded that 
sunscreen doesn't protect humans. A 
researcher on llmt study, Dr. Chcrric 
K. Donawho of the M.D. Anderson 
Cancer Center in Houston; says .sen- 
sational news stories and defensive 
sunscreen makers whipped the story 
into a distorted mess. The truth, she 
says, is this: 

• There is .substantial scientific evi- 
dence that sunscreens protect against 
non-mclanoma-typc .skin cancers. 

• Evidence suggests that sun. expo- 
sure is an important factor in 
melanoma, a polcntiall}^ deadly form 
of skin cancer that is being diagnosed 
,it epidemic numbers — 1.2 million 
ca.ws a year in the United States. Tlie 
mechanism that links sunlight to can- 
cer is not known, but overall expo- 
.sure — not just sunburn — is likely 
to be a factor. 

• Sunscreen is an important part of 
a healthy sun strategy. As for current 
guidelines for using it sunscreen with . 
an SPF (sun protection factor) of at 
least 15. "nothing’s changed," says 
Donawho. (The mice in the study, bv 
the way. were given sunscreen with 
an SPF of only b. Some have suggest- 
ed that the sunscreen didn’t protect 

^becauttc-it'Wasnh strong enough.)- 

Donawho adds that sunscr.een use 
has to be part of a prudent approach 
to sun exposure: covering up with a 
hat, cinllies and sunglasses: avoiding 
exposure during the peak hours of 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m.: and reapplying .sun- 
screen regularly, according to the 
manufacturer's instructions, 

• Dr. Caron Crin-Jorgensen. director 
of the pigmented lesion clinic and as- 
sistant professor of dermatology at 
the University of Connecticut Health 
Center in Farmington, says fair- 
skinned follcs m:iy get added protec- 
tion from screens with an SPF of 
more than 15. Consumers should look 
for suijscrecns that block both forms 
of ultraviolet light thought to be haz- 
ardous: UVA and UVB. Sunseteen is 
valuable and protective, she says. "It. 
doesn’t mcan''you put on sunscreen 
and then just go out and lie out in the 
sun."

The FDA is not bound by adviso- 
ry-panel recommendations, but gen- 
erally follows them. 

Declaring the new treatment with 
TPA (tissue plasmirtogcn activator) 
safe and effective will not surprise 
tioctors. Seve nty percent of h eart-a t- 
lacic patients who get clot-bustmg 
"thrombolytic” therapy get TPA. 
many in the accelerated dosage. That 
regimen gained usage after the favor- 
able results of a massive study 
known as GUSTO (for Global Uti- 
lization of Streptokinase and TPA in 
Occluded Coronary Arteries). It was 
published in the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine la.sl year. 

The 41,000-patienf, $55-million 
GUSTO trial was funded by Genen- 
lech Inc. to counter a European study 
that found no difference in benefit

between TPA, which has been .ip- 
proved for use in the United Slalc.s 
since 1987, and strcpiokina^ic, a drug

TJtfw most pathogens, strep A in- 
vades the bloodstream and attacks 
healthy cells, and in 99.99 cases out ' 
of 100, is soon overwhelmed by the 
body’s own defenses or, failing that, 
by antibiotics. 

But some strains of strep A. under 
some circumstances, arc themselves 
infected by viruses that cause the 
bacteria to produce poisons that very 
quickly mean big trouble for the 
host. 

Toxic shock is the result — the 
body’s major systems are over- 
whelmed and shut down like a gov- 
ernment office on a Friday after- 
noon. 

But in other eases — necrotizing

Here’s a idling difference in 
how Hillary Rodham Clinton' 
views her fashion impact. On 
her recent trip to Europe for D- 
Day ceremonies, her press 
office issued daily bulletins on 
lier wardrobe. During the 1991 
■ inauguration, some fashion, 
reporters complained about a 
lack of ihat'sbrt of infornialion. 

Like it or'hot, a first lady 
does set a fashion tone. Jackie 
Kennedy was oh so stylish. 
Nancy Reagan got into hot 
. water borrowing dcsigrtcr Cash- 
' ions., Barbara Bush was, well. 

, grandmotherly, and Clinton . 
seems to be evolving. She 
received mixed reviews from 
the European fashion prc.ss. 

“If she were my client. I 
would tell her to get 'a consis- 
tent, polished look,”' says 
Steven Slolman, a New York 
designer who often dresses 
Tipper Gore. “Slick with the 
longer jacketed suits, stay with 
monochromatics and pay atten- 
tion to the shoes and bag." 

.Stolman says Clinton, "like 
99 percent of American 
women,” has some figure flaws,, 
specifically that her backside is 
bigger than her bosom. "And 
she knows that her legs arc not 
her best allribulc, so she must 
camouflage them," he said. 

Despite the difficulty in fit- 
ting her, Clinton would be a 
welcome addition to any 
designer’s ro.stcr of preferred 
clients. "Who wouldn’t want 
her?" asks Tracy Reese, a 
young designer who works for 
Magaschoni and broke through 
with her first major show for 
spring 1994 on the New York 
runways. “We’ve talked to her 
people but couldn’t get together 
In time to do something for her 
European trip." 

Maybe Reese's sophisticated 
•suitings would have blunted- 
Paris designer Sonia Rykiel's 
harsh assessment of Clinton's 
style sense. 

Rykiel told The Washington 
Post, ’'Tlic way she changes her 
hair, changes her colors she 
wears, changes her clothes — 
long .suits, short suits, large and 
small, it's like she's a child who 
can’t decide whether to lake the 
train or the bu.s," 

Clinton is known to favor 
young American designers, 
often wearing clothes by Sarah 
Phillips, Donna Karan, Dana 
Buchman, Randy Kemper and 
St. John, and hais by Darcy 
Creech. "If she were my client, 
I'd tell her to ditch the hats," 
says Reese. "She should stick to 
thc.slightly longer pageboy 
haircut. That looks good on 
her." 

Joan Vass, an American 
designer known for her 
knitwear, doesn't give a hoot 
what Clinton wears or what the 
news media .says about her. "It 
is hardly anyone’s business. 
We'd all love her to represent 
us as an' industry' like Jackie 
Kennedy did. but what pcopl'e 
wear is ultimately not u lest of 
•their, skills or tlicir integrity or 
their loyalty or anything. She's 
not a fashion person, and she 
really doesn't have to be." 

Nevertheless, Vass would 
still love to dress her. "I eenain- 
ly wouldn't think of asking her. 

I know others who have asked 
her, but that is not my style. But 
no matter what she we.ars. I still 
prefer her 100 limes over, 
Naiicy Reagan, who took 
advantage of everyone.” 

•'Clinton often wears knits by 
St. John, and Jamie Kreitman, a 
New York-born designer, 
would love to dress the first 
-lady in Krcilman-s knitted .suits.' - 

"She docs well in tailored 
clothing," says Kreitman. "She 
has a good sense of color. I
